Water rate hike looking probable 

Lrike or not a water rate increase is probably coming to Lee County. 

The main topic of discussion at Monday night’s Beattyville City Council meeting was the con¬ 
tinuing deficit being suffered by Beattyville Water Works and how to fix it. 

Several possible fixes, considered stopgap measures by the mayor and council members, were 
discussed. 

That ultimately led to the inevitability of a water rate hike. The only question is how much. 

The proposed budget shows projected income for water at $1,290,800. Expenses are expected to 
be $1,310,895. That is aprojected deficit of $20,095. 

Mayor John Smith told council members that Garbage and Sewer have been bailing out Water, 
and asked if that should continue. 

He cited increased expenses as the main culprit for the water department’s financial woes. 

Electricity, he said, cost $125,000 this past year. That is $20,000 more than it cost in 2011. 

Professional services had been budgeted at $25,000 for this fiscal year. The actual cost has been 
$52,000. 

Equipment had $9,000 budgeted, but came in at $38,000. 

Smith said that expenses could not be as high as this year, but that is doubtful since Kentucky 
Utilities has a rate increase before the Kentucky Public Service Commission. 

Smith said that the city adjusts $34,000 for customers who have experienced water leaks. That 
could be saved if adjustments were not allowed, but he said. However, Smith said that some could 
not pay their bills, and would lose service. 

Another way to cut costs, the mayor said, would be to not give employees their two percent pay 
raise, and to cut health insurance. 

Neither he, nor the members of the council were in favor of any of those ideas.

All but kindergarten 
to be at Southside 
this August 

T he Lee County School Board approved a plan Tuesday night that will have grades 
one through five at Beattyville Elementary moved into Southside Elementary (to be 
named Lee County Elementary) when school starts this August. 

The plan, which was formulated by a group of educators in the Lee County system, 
will have all kindergarten students going to the Beattyville Elementary building until 
the Christmas break. They will then move to Lee County Elementary, which will 
have eight new classrooms at that time. 

“This is the time to make the move,” said Facilities Director Ray Shuler. 

School personnel will have two months over the summer to move all desks and 
other furniture and equipment. The move in December will take place over a two- 
week span. 

Maureen Patrick, Beattyville Elementary principal who will lead Lee County 
Elementary, said that Readifest would be held this year at Beattyville Elementary. 
She said she wants all teachers to be there to meet with parents and students. 

Superintendent Dr. James Evans, Jr., said that after state testing, which began 
this week, is completed he wants all Beattyville Elementary students to be bused to 
Southside to see the building. 

The move will not cost any teachers their jobs. That is because there are only 462 
students in both Lee County elementary schools. 

Patrick said she wants the Family Resource Center to have a presence in both 
schools until the kindergarten is moved to Lee County Elementary. 

Shuler said that tables are going to be moved from the Beattyville cafeteria to the 
one at Southside. He said breakfast and lunch schedules should not be altered too 
much if any.

Vermont taking inmates is 
just a rumor - at this time 

Several readers have told the Enterprise that they have heard that Vermont is going 
to take its inmates out of the Lee Adjustment Center (LAC) this year. 

The Enterprise contacted Corrections Corporation of America (CCA), the par¬ 
ent company of LAC, and received this email in response, “CCA has not received 
notification from the Vermont Department of Corrections regarding our bid to 
continue housing Vermont offenders at Lee Adjustment Center. Out of deference 
to our government partner and its ongoing procurement process, I encourage you 
to contact the Vermont Department of Corrections with questions regarding the 
status of that process.” 

The email came from Jonathan Bums, director of public affairs for CCA. 

The Enterprise called the Vermont Department of Corrections on Tuesday and 
asked for a status of their contract with LAC. 

A woman who took the call said she would try to get someone to answer the 

inquiry, but the call was not returned by press time. 


Man charged with threatening youth 

jA Lee County man was arraigned in Lee District Court Tuesday for allegedly grabbing the base- 
ball jersey of a high school player, and for allegedly cursing the boy and others. 

Jason Shelton, 38 of KY 708, is charged with terroristic threatening in the third degree. 

According to a court document, on May 8 Shelton, “Came into the dugout of the ball field and 
told the Affiant’s (Jon Allen) son ‘why do you have on that jersey.’ The Defendant grabbed the 
Affiant’s son by the shirt. The Affiant’s son thought the Defendant was going to hit him. The De¬ 
fendant was cursing at the Affiant’s son and others’s.” 

The incident has been reported to have occurred at Delver Field on Thursday, May 7, not May 
8 as the warrant said. 

A warrant was issued for Shelton by District Judge William D. “Bo” Leach on that date. Shel¬ 
ton turned himself in and posted bond. 

He has been banned from all Lee County school activities, according to school officials.

Liee Countians will join fellow Kentuckians next Tuesday to decide who they 
want as their next governor and lieutenant governor, attorney general, state treasurer 
and commissioner of agriculture. 

The Republican Primary for governor has so far created the most stir. Matt Bevin, 
James Comer and Hal Heiner have all been trading accusations. Will T. Scott has 
allowed those three to have at it. 

The candidates for lieutenant governor are Jenean Hampton (Bevin), Chris

On the Democratic side, present Attorney General Jack Conway is running for 
governor with Sannie Overly as his running mate. Conway is opposed by Geoffrey

Democrat is Charles Lovett. 

There are no Republicans seeking the position. 

Only Republicans are wanting to be attorney general. There are two: Michael T.

The Democrats who want to be state treasurer are: Rick Nelson, Neville Blake- 
more, Jim Glenn, Daniel B. Grossberg and Richard Henderson. 

Republicans wanting that post are: Kenneth Churchill Imes, Jon Larson and 
Allison Ball. 

Two Republicans, Richard Heath and Ryan F. Quarles, want to be commissioner 
of agriculture. 

No Democrats are seeking the job. 

Proctor voters who used to cast their ballots at Southside Elementary will instead 
go to 257 Industrial Park behind Jackson Energy. 

The other voting locations remain as they have been. 


State awards road contracts 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet has awarded a $266,394 contract for 
the resurfacing of KY 52 East from Beattyville to Sharp Rock. The length of the 
project is 2.44 miles. 

A $104,552 contract has been awarded to resurface a small (.35 miles) part of 
KY 11 North from the Lee County line to KY 715 in Wolfe County. 

KY 28 from Booneville to the intersection of the Ricetown Road (KY 2024) is 
to be resurfaced at a cost of $442,161. That project is 3.09 miles in length. 

Work on all of the projects must be completed by November 15.

All members of the 
board except Janie Thorpe 
approved of the plan. She 
objected because she did not 
like the idea of the kinder¬ 
garten students being left 
along. 

Shuler said they would be 
in only one wing of the Beat¬ 
tyville building during the 
fall semester. 

Also during Tuesday 
night’s regular monthly 
meeting of the board, 
Codell Construction’s Blan¬ 
ton Coates told the board 
that the new parking lot at 
Southside will be covered 
with gravel and available 
for use before end-of-the- 
year ceremonies this school 
year. Applying asphalt, he 
said, would wait until most 
of the work is done on the 
building. 

He said quite a bit of 
work has been completed in 
preparation of starting on the 
building addition. 

A small, $2,542, payout 
was approved for work com¬ 
pleted since last month. 

Family Resource Center 
Director Sherry Lanham told 
the board about a grant she 
procured called Born Learn¬ 
ing. 

The purpose, she said, 
is to get parents to under¬ 
stand that children are born 
to learn. It is designed for 
parents with children who 
are birth through five years 
of age. Through the pro¬ 


gram, the parents can better 
prepare their children for 
kindergarten. 

Lee County was the only 
district in the state to receive 
two grants - one for each of 
the elementary schools. 

Members of the high 
school tennis team were 
recognized, with one of them 
- Dylan Moore - going on to 
state competition. 

Evans announced that a 
National Air & Space Acad¬ 
emy would start to be offered 
this fall. It is to be on-line, 
and is a dual-credit course 
that spans four years. Stu¬ 
dents are going to be able 
to get their pilot’s licens¬ 
es during high school. The 
cost is $4,500 a year to the 
schools. 

A career track in engi¬ 
neering is also going to be 
started in the high school and 
one in energy in the lower 
grades. 

He also told the board 
of an early graduation grant 
that would allow middle 
school students to apply for 
entrance. If successful, a stu¬ 
dent could graduate in three 
years in high school. 

Evans also said that rep¬ 
resentatives from the Grates 
Foundation would be paying 
a visit next week to look at a 
computer class and discuss 
the TEALS program. 

Dr. Ellen Usher and 
three of her colleagues re¬ 
ported on their findings of a 


three-years examination of 
Lee County students’ motiva¬ 
tion and confidence. 

One of the major find¬ 
ings was that fourth grade 
students are confident they 
can improve their math 
skills. That is not so much 
for students in the seventh 
grade and even less for those 
in grade 10. 

All levels showed confi¬ 
dence in science. 

Finance Director Zina 
Gibson reported that Gen¬ 
eral Fund revenue stands at 
$5,527,237 and expenses are 
at $4,608,301. 

She said she is hopeful to 
have a carryover of $539,000 
into the next fiscal year. 

The board awarded 
banking services to Peoples 
Exchange Bank with Citizens 
Bank & Trust being the sec¬ 
ondary depository. 

Instruction Supervisor 
Steve Carroll said that state 
testing began this week. It 
lasts two weeks. 

Shuler reported that 
enrollment as of Monday was 
1,001. It was 1,030 last year. 

He said that atten¬ 
dance is down slightly from 
the same time last year. It 
dropped from 93.5 to 93.25 
percent. 

Because of bonding debt, 
the board is not going to be 
able to seek a loan for a new 
school bus at this time. Evans 
said it might be possible in 
the fall.

That led to the discus¬ 
sion of a rate increase. 

Council Member Sam 
Cockerham said that water 
had a deficit a number of 
years ago, and the city had to 
borrow. That ultimately led 
to a small increase required 
by Rural Development, the 
main funding source for 
capital projects. 

Member Jon Allen said, 
“A business has to stay in the 
black. If we approve a five 
percent increase would we 
have to come back in a few 
years and raise it again? It’s 
a bitter pill to swallow.” 

Cockerham said, “I’m 
looking at 10 percent.” 

Member Mitch Corne¬ 
lius said, “Expenses are go¬ 
ing to continue to rise.” He 
then said that a 10 percent 
increase would add $1.50 a 
month to a minimum usage 
bill of 2,000 gallons. 

Smith said the water 
department needs to gener¬ 
ate a surplus so maintenance, 
such as that periodically 
needed for water tanks, can 
be performed. 

Member Tyler Phillips 
asked how much of a surplus 
would be needed. 

Smith said between 
$40,000 and $50,000. 

Allen said that a 15 
percent increase on 3,000 
gallons a month would be 


$2.79. 

Smith said that the 
garbage department would 
need a new compactor within 
a few years. Money for that 
would not be available if the 
department has to continue 
to support water. 

The council agreed to meet 
in a special meeting Thurs¬ 
day, May 28, to discuss a 
possible increase as well 
as the rest of the projected 
2015-2016 budget. The full 
budget must have two read¬ 
ings, and published in the 
newspaper before it can take 
effect July 1. 

Also during Monday 
night’s regular monthly meet¬ 
ing the council approved the 
mayor’s appointment of Al¬ 
len Begley, Sarah Judd and 
Jamie Stickler to the city’s 
long dormant ethics com¬ 
mittee. 

Approval was given to 
help in various ways with the 
Three Forks River Festival 
on June 6. 

Smith was given author¬ 
ity to secure a $100,000 line 
of credit from Peoples Ex¬ 
change Bank for Phase 3 of 
the Streetscape Project. 

The mayor told the 
council that the Xerox Cor¬ 
poration had agreed to a 
financing package the city 
proposed to run a sewer line 
to that company’s building 


on KY11 South. The funding 
proposal for that and a new 
pump station in West Beat¬ 
tyville has been sent to Rural 
Development. 

A financing official, rep¬ 
resenting Beattyville Hous¬ 
ing, spoke to the council of 
the need for the agency to 
procure a CDBG grant for 
infrastructure at a housing 
development. The city or the 
county must apply for such 
a grant. 

Vonda Poynter said that 11 
units are planned on Miles 
Road. 

Member Phillips re¬ 
ported that he had attended 
a recent PEP board meeting 
and learned that the county 
had approached that agency 
about relocated from Main 
Street to Happy Top. 

He said the belief was 
expressed at the meeting that 
the county might not refund 
the agency. It now gives PEP 
$700 a month, as does the 
city. 

Member Allen said he 
had talked with City Police 
Chief Greg Brandenburg 
about possibly purchasing 
body cameras for officers. 
The cost would be $500 or 
less per camera. 

He said it would be a 
benefit for both officers and 
the public.

CATARACT SURGERY FOR ALZHEIMER’S PATIENTS 


Families of Alzheim¬ 
er’s patients may dismiss 
cataract surgery as “wasted 
treatment” for those suffer¬ 
ing from this most com¬ 
mon form of dementia.
